ansville and well past Shawnee­ 
town. 
Says Bow: 
"The underground reservoir is 
termed by I>epartment of the Inter­ 
ior geologists inexhaustible as long 
as the Ohio river flows ’ With that 
statement its importance grows by 
leaps and bounds ”

writes: 
“ It is the only source in this re­ 
gion of large supplies of water 
that are at once cool and of good 
quality the year around

taste and odor that are present 
where water supplies are drawn 
from

Ky., across the Ohio to Mt, 
Vernon. Ind , the fill is more than 
IO miles wide, then writes; 
“Combining this vast water res­ 
ervoir in the Tri-State with the 
growing use of river transportation.

imagination to conceive the Tri­ 
state possibly becoming a Mecca 
for industry, plus using pipeline to 
carry water to less fortunate area.-,” 
then points to the discovery of tin- 
gigantic reservoir when other areas 
of the nation are more and more 
facing a critical water suppiy.

Meanwhile, negotiations for an­ 
other contract for 4,500 AFL atom- 
ic workers at two plants at Oak 
Ridge continued today in hopes of 
reaching a settlement before thmr 
deadline Saturday midnight.

May Cut Water 
Trouble may come first from the 
U S.-sponsored Jordan Valley pro­ 
ject. 
Experts believe that Israel 
could cut the Jordan waters within 
two weeks if the Arabs reject the 
sharing plan,

Automobile purchases outside the 
state accounted for $70,954 of the 
total. 
Purchases made out-of-state to 
avoid the Illinois sales tax were 
among the chief reasons for adop 
lion of the use tax. 
Lyons said there were two rea­ 
sons for the lower-than-cxpectcd 
income from the use tax: 
I. Many large users, 
such as 
railroads, had 
substantial inven 
tories on hand when the tax bc- 
jeame effective Aug. I. These in 
vcntorics are not taxable and it 
may take several months for them 
to bo used up, Lyons said. 
2 Many 
persons 
are holding 
back on their use tax payments 
while awaiting a test of the tax 
in the courts. 
It is also possible. Lyons said, 
that the use tax is serving part of 
its purpose by discouraging out-of- 
statc buying on which the tax must 
be paid. 
The 2 1-2 cent state sales tax 
produced $20,480,786 during Aug­ 
ust, an increase of $4,999,633 over 
collections on August, 1954, trans­ 
actions when the tax was 2 cents. 
Both use and sales taxes on Aug­ 
ust transactions were collected in 
September.

Faure Demands 
Confidence Vote 
On Algeria Policy 


PARIS —(UR)— Prem ier Edgar 
Faure, angry and weary after 14 
hours 
of 
non stop 
debate, 
cut 
through the .National Assembly’s 
monumental confusion today and 
demanded a formal vote of confi­ 
dence on his Algerian policies. 
The demand for a formal vote of 
confidence 
which 
automatically 
staked the life of his government 
move, but it gave him four days 
to maneuver. Much of the assem­ 
bly is hostile and he must win over 
the deputies before the formal vote 
on Tuesday if he is to survive. 
Tho angry prem ier ordered (he 
vote at the' end of a night long 
session in which it appeared his 
attempts to win assembly approval 
on a routine vote on his Algerian 
policy had no chance of success. 
His call for a formal vote was 
in reply to a headon attack by 
his former Gaullist allies and a 
stubborn refusal by the Socialists 
to hack him on Algeria though 
they had hacked him five days ago 
on 
his government 
reforms 
for 
Morocco. 
Tho real fight was over Faurc’s 
reforms in Morocco which the as­ 
sembly approved early Sunday by 
a vote of 42H to 136. 
The Gaullists were bitterly op­ 
posed to Faure’s attem pts to in­ 
stall a three man throne council in 
Morocco with 
representatives of 
the 
freedom-seeking 
nationalists. 
\nd it was on this issue that the 
Gaullists were trying to wreck his 
government on the Algerian vote.

Gov. Leo A 
Hocgh of Iowa, in 
hi- opening speech before a Mid 
west Republican governors farm 
price conference, outlined a four- 
point program to free farmers of 
“ their present farm squeeze.” 
Govs. Victor Anderson of 
Ne­ 
braska. Joe Foss of South Dakota, 
Fred Hall of Kan-a- and George 
Craig of Indiana participated in 
the “ panel discussion" with Hoegh 
and state and federal farm offi­ 
cials. 
Hoegh said that as of Ort. 3, 
hog prices in central Iowa, center 
of the nation's 
hog raising area. 
stood at 75 per cent of parity Beef 
cattle were 74 per cent of parity 
and lambs SO per cent, he said. 
“ Farm led and Farm fed" 
“ National prosperity cannot con­ 
tinue 
without 
a healthy 
farm 
economy," Hoegh warned. “ In the 
la-t century or more, every great 
national 
economic 
upheaval has 
been farm-led and farm fed.’’

them, within recent weeks a series 
of “ grass root-" meetings have 
been held in southern Iowa and 
neighboring -tates to protest sag­
